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FURY OVER 
CHANGE TO 
KIG PLANS

THE applicant behind con¬ 
troversial plans for a freight 
depot near Bearsted intends 
to submit new information 
in a bid to win approval. 

Christopher Katkaouski, of 
Leicester-based Marrons Solicitors, 
representing the applicants for Kent 
International Gateway (KIG), 
revealed there would be new plans for 
the proposed 259-acre road-rail 
freight interchange just off the M20 at 


junction eight in Hollingboume. He 
spoke at a pre-public inquiry meeting 
at Maidstone town hall on Friday 

The additional plans show the appli¬ 
cant wants to reduce the size of the 
three larger warehouse units at the 
site by a total of 73,000 square metres 
- and wants to submit a new environ¬ 
mental report supplement. 

But Maidstone council has said if 
the new information substantially 
affects the application its planning 
committee rejected in April, the report 
will have to be reassessed. 

Assistant director of development 
Brian Morgan told Yourmaidstone: 
“The applicant has told us they intent 


to submit new information by July 5. 

“The applicant has further informa¬ 
tion in relation to the environmental 
impact assessment and the council 
will need to examine the results. We 
are reserving our position until we 
have seen the information.” 

The council said it will have made a 
decision on the new information by 
the end of the first week in August. 

The applicant’s solicitors had 
already written to each of the boards 
involved in the KIG debate and the 
appointed planning inspectors, 
Andrew Phillipson and Malcolm 
Rivett, ahead of the meeting at the

receive MBEs 


FIVE people from the 
Maidstone area were made 
Members of the British 
Empire in the Queen’s 
Birthday Honours list. 

The list, released at the weekend, 
included Allan Sinclair, a retired 
funeral director who was honoured 
for his 47 years in the profession. 

Mr Sinclair, 66, who lives in 
Snodland, was not as 
excited as some may 
have expected when he 
first received the MBE 
letter. 

He said: “I thought it 
was a tax demand at 
first, but when I realised 
what it was I was 
immensely proud. 

“It reflects the hard 
work people in the funer¬ 
al business put in. We are 
there when people need 
our help during the low 
times.” 

It was Mr Sinclair who 
was called upon to 
embalm the body of 
Kenyan president Jomo 
Kenyatta in 1978. 

He become a master 
fellow - the highest rank 
- of the British Institute 
of Embalmers in 1979. 

He was also recognised 
for his help during the 
Piper Alpha oil rig disas¬ 
ter in 1988, when Mr 
Sinclair identified some of the 
deceased and arranged the funerals. 

Mr Sinclair was joined on the MBE 
list by Virginia Duncanson, who runs 
Pympes Court Farm in Loose Valley, 
with her husband Colin. 

Mrs Duncanson, 67, has been 
recognised for her work in farming 
and conservation. She said: “I was 
stunned when I heard the news and 
very pleased.”

Mrs Duncanson, who married into 
the farming industry 46 years ago, 
runs tours of the farm for groups of 
all ages. The husband and wife team 
enjoy teaching others about their 
passion so much that they converted 
a 400-year-old bam into a learning 
centre. 

Mrs Duncanson said: “With the 
children we play games 
and make it fun, and with 
the adults we answer 
their questions.” 

She has also been chair 
and vice-chair of the 
South of England 
Agricultural Society, and 
a youth leader in the 
RSPB. 

Another Maidstone res¬ 
ident to receive an MBE 
was Richard Bolsin, the 
general secretary of the 
Workers’ Educational 
Association. 

Mr Bolsin, who lives in 
Yalding and is a governor 
of Mereworth Primary 
School, has been recog¬ 
nised for services to adult 
education. 

He said: “This is recog¬ 
nition of the hard work of 
all the volunteers and 
staff at the WEA during 
my time here. 

“Through their dedica¬ 
tion and commitment we 
have returned the WEA to a respect¬ 
ed position as a provider of impor¬ 
tant education courses to 80,000 peo¬ 
ple a year, often reaching those who 
need education most and who other 
providers rarely reach.” 

Also honoured was Ann Echlin, 
from West Mailing, for services to the 
community in north Kent; and former 
Kent Police chief inspector Robert 
Kennett, for services to policing.

Barracks memorial to 
brave lost comrades

A MEMORIAL was unveiled at a 
Maidstone Army barracks to hon¬ 
our soldiers who have died in the 
line of duty. 

The memorial, carved from Portland stone, was 
unveiled by Major General AD Macklin, Colonel 
Commandant of the Royal Engineers, at Invicta 
Barracks, home of the 36 Royal Engineers and 
the Queen’s Royal Gurkhas. 

The project was commissioned by the regiment 
on their return from Afghanistan in March last 
year, after the deaths of lance-corporals Jake 
Alderton and Sean Violino, who died during the 
deployment. 

L/Cpl Alderton, 22, from Bexley, died on 
November 9 when the vehicle he was in rolled off 
a bridge near the town of Sangin in Helmand 
province. 

L/Cpl Violino, 29, from Salford, whose real 
name was Ivano but was known as Sean, was 
killed on September 17 when an Army truck was 
hit by an explosion, also in Helmand province. 

The regiment had already raised a large 
amount for their comrades’ families but their 
loved ones decided to hand the money back to go 
towards the memorial. 

Both families attended the ceremony which 
was led by the Rev Eric Delve, along with serving 
soldiers, Mayor of Maidstone Cllr Peter Parvin, 
and Cllr Dan Daley. 

L/Cpl Alderton’s mother told the BBC: ‘We 
have had good family support and a good support 
network. The Army has been really good and we

all just hold each 
other up really. But 
we miss Jake dread¬ 
fully. The house is not 
the same without 
him and it never will 
be.”

Liberal Democrat Cllr Daley described the cer¬ 
emony and memorial as “beauty in the simplest 
form” and a “fitting memorial”. 

The memorial, which cost about £40,000, com¬ 
memorates all soldiers lost from the regiment 
since the Falklands war in 1982. 

It features the crests of the corps, the regiment 
and the Queen’s Gurkha Engineers, surrounded 
by stones representing the theatres of operations 
in which the regiment has served. 




Fraud conspiracy 
accused in court 

THIRTEEN people facing charges of 
conspiracy to defraud a tour operator 
will enter pleas in September. 

Kent Police arrested seven people in 
relation to attempts to defraud Thomas 
Cook in October, last year. The arrests 
came after reports of fraud involving hol¬ 
idays booked using compromised credit 
cards. 

They appeared at Maidstone Crown 
Court on Monday, after being charged 
with fraud in April. They will reappear 
on September 14 for a plea and case 
management hearing. 

They are: Hayley Donlon, aged 21, 
from Maidstone; Pauline McKenna, 37, 
Strood; Nikki McKenna, 28, East 
Peckham; Jason McKenna, 40, East 
Peckham; Louise Allgood, 38, 
Gillingham; Matthew Allgood, 31, 
Aylesford; Pauline Checksfield, 62, 
Aylesford; Cheryl Dawson, 21, 
Aylesford; Clive Whyte, 47, Aylesford; 
June Stacey, 43, Maidstone; Chris

London; Norman Pooley, 44, Larkfield; 
and Tina Walkling, 46, from Snodland. 

Five others were arrested but released 
without charge. One other person 
remains on bail.

The announcement did not go 
down well with opposition groups 
StopKIG and the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England (CPRE), 
who said the late submitted infor¬ 
mation should not be accepted by 
the inspectorate.

The public inquiry is due to begin 
on October 13 and last a maximum 
of eight weeks.

PEOPLE who have always won¬ 
dered what goes on behind the 
walls of Maidstone Prison can delve 
into its past at a newly-opened 
exhibition. 

The Within the Walls exhibition at Maidstone 
Museum in St Faith’s Street charts the history 
of the prison since it first opened in the town 
centre 190 years ago up to the present day. 

The exhibition is a celebration of the prison’s 
role in the community and a chance for 
Maidstone residents to have a glimpse at what 
has been on their doorstep since 1819. 

Maidstone and Weald Tory MP Ann 
Widdecombe, a former prisons minister, offi¬ 
cially opened the exhibition on Saturday. 

She said: “It went very well and the fact the 
Mayor of Maidstone, Peter Parvin, and the 
High Sherriff was there just shows the degree 
of interest. The exhibition shows the role the 
prison has played in the community, such as 
employing local people. 

“It is a very good exhibition that shows the 
prison’s long history and its changing nature.” 

Mr Parvin said: “The official opening of the 
exhibition was excellent - I found the tour by 
Giles Guthrie, the keeper of human history at 
the museum, very informative.” 

The prison has significantly evolved since 
the 1800s and has recently become a spe¬ 


cialised sex offender unit with a smaller sec¬ 
tion for foreign prisoners - together housing 
about 600 inmates. 

Mr O’Connell said: “The history of Maidstone 
Prison reads like a history of the British penal 
system through the years of public execution, 
deportation and the reform movement of the 
late 1800s. Throughout the 1900s Maidstone 
has played its part in the development of the 
modem Prison Service and has housed many 
infamous prisoners in that time. 

“Most of Maidstone citizens will regularly 


pass the prison, but know little about it or 
what goes on inside.” 

Maidstone Prison is also celebrating 100 
years since its on-site print shop opened and 
this is continuing to allow countless prisoners 
to master skills that can help them when they 
are released. The shop is supervised by five 
qualified instructors and employees about 60 
prisoners, who work Monday to Friday, help¬ 
ing pre-press, print and finish. 

The Within the Walls exhibition mns at 
Maidstone Museum until July 26.

THIS tree at a country park which 
contains a plush golf course on the 
outskirts of Maidstone looks like it has 
been covered in a giant spider’s web. 

But it has actually become home to 
a colony of bird-cherry Ermine moth 
caterpillars. 

They have covered the tree and 
surrounding ground at Cobtree 
Manor Park, at the bottom of 
Bluebell Hill, with silk webbing 
which they feed under. 

Different species of Ermine 
moth caterpillars feed on various 
food sources but the park has had 


an explosion in the population of the 
species which feed on bird-cherry 
trees. 

The Ermine moth caterpillars eat 
the leaves on the trees, then cover 
the trees in cocoons of silk like giant 
spider webs and change into moths. 

The trees are not harmed and the 
caterpillars will not cause any 
long-term damage to them, they will 
re-leaf again.

Q 


Can you tell us a little about yourself? 


A I am a 45-year-old widow living in Maidstone 
with my 11-year-old daughter Amie.

Landlord's high hopes for 
Scarecrow of the South

A 100ft statue dubbed the Scare¬ 
crow of the South could soon be 
welcoming visitors to Romney 
Marsh and be seen as far away as 
France. 

Based on legendary fictional smuggler Dr 
Syn, the prospective landmark could be south 
Kent’s answer to Mark Wallinger’s White 
Horse monument to be built at Ebbsfleet - 
which has been called the Angel of the South. 

This would see Kent have two new tourist 
attractions to bring in visitors. 

The statue project is the brainchild of pub 
landlord and author Niko Miaoulis and artist 
Terry Anthony, who together have continued 
to promote the character inspired by Russell 
Thorndike’s novels. 

The idea is still in its early stages, but land 
has already been set aside for the statue at 
Haguelands Farm and informal discussions 
are taking place with Shepway council. 

Mr Anthony, whose paintings of Dr Syn have 
been used in novels and DVD covers, said the 
idea came about when he and Niko were dis¬ 
cussing how best to refurbish the 500-year-old 
Ship Inn. 

He said: “We were talking about creating a 
smuggling theme in the pub and there was a 
suggestion of a statue outside the entrance 
and it just grew from there. 

“Using statues as huge pieces of art seems to 
be in vogue at the moment and it’s just what 
the marsh needs. It’s not a rival to the horse in 
Ebbsfleet - that’s a long way away from here - 
but it would be an incredible draw. 

“It is an unusual idea. I’m pretty sure there 
will be objections, but 90 per cent of the people 
I’ve spoken to think it’s wonderful.” 


Landlord Mr Miaoulis, who has relaunched 
the Ship Inn as a shrine to the Dr Syn myth, 
said: “The story is firmly rooted in local 
history. The character itself can be traced back 
to the 1700s and is an amalgam of three differ¬ 
ent people. 

“The idea just snowballed and there’s been a 
huge groundswell of support. 

“The geography of the marsh lends itself 
to it. We can already see pylons and wind tur¬ 
bines, which are not exactly pretty, but this 
would be something meaningful for the 
marsh. 

“It would be a very public monument and 
will probably even be seen from France.” 

Initial estimates suggest the statue could be 
60ft-100 ft high but would not dominate the 
landscape in the same way as the wind tur¬ 


bines or pylons. By comparison, a turbine is 
about 400 ft in height. The statue would be 
made out of black stainless steel to withstand 
all weathers, with the maize maze site at 
Haguelands Farm touted as a possible location. 

Mr Anthony said last year’s DVD release of 
Disney’s 1964 film of the story, which starred 
Patrick McGoohan, had generated even more 
interest in the character’s mythology. 

He said: “If they commission a remake, it 
would be the icing on the cake. I’m not sure 
how they would do it, but the scarecrow could 
be silhouetted and would make for a fabulous 
backdrop.” 

Leading London theatre producer Mark 
Sinden and Chris Hogben, star of TV’s 
Bargain Hunt, have also thrown their support 
behind the project. 


Enjoy the fruits 
of your labour 


Pat Crawford gives wildlife gardening 
advice from Hadlow College in her 
exclusive column for Yourmaidstone 



GARDENERS who want to take a holiday 
or dine al fresco might be advised to do so 
towards the end of June - or July or August. 

There are less essential jobs at this time 
of the year and a couple of weeks off won’t 
have a detrimental effect. 

Sit back and enjoy the fruits - literally 
and metaphorically - of earlier efforts. 

It’s a quieter time for most wildlife too. 
The frenetic period 
attached to produc¬ 
ing young is out of | 
the way and the par¬ 
ents can relax a little 
in their duties. 

Months ago, the 
weathermen were 
promising what they 
termed ‘a barbeque 
summer’. One of the 
things that frequent¬ 
ly results in problems 
for birds and mam¬ 
mals during hot periods is lack of water. 

A few hot days and many sources simply 
dry up - and this certainly applies to shal¬ 
low birdbaths too. 

If we do get that promised hot weather, 
one of the simplest and most beneficial 
ways of helping wildlife would be to site 
some extra water containers in different 
locations around the garden. 

Dead-heading is important because the 
energy the plant would otherwise put into 
producing seed is invested in the plant 
itself. But we’re coming up to a time of year 
when it’s important to consider which seed- 
heads should be left intact in order to pro¬ 
vide food for birds and other wildlife. 

Sunflowers, thistles, teasels, marigolds - 
and many others - produce seeds that could 
provide meals well into the colder months.

Give football's minnow nations 
a little World Cup of their own 


THE England v Andorra qualify¬ 
ing match for next year’s World 
Cup was a nice little run out for 
our top players, who are now all 
away on a beach somewhere. 

And they left in style - 6-0 was a good result 
even if their opponents are really nothing 
more that an average non-league team. 

They would probably turn Ashford or 
Folkestone over - but I think Dover might be 
a bit too much for them. 

And as the argument goes - you can only 
beat the opposition you are set up against. 

But the question remains, should nations 
such as England even be playing against the 
likes of Andorra? 

The same night as England triumphed the 
Faroe Islands were in action and got away 
with a 2-0 home defeat to Serbia. 

Malta played as well and lost 4-0 to Sweden. 

Not in action were such giants of the 
European game as San Marino - actually 
ranked at 191 in the world just below Bhutan 


and Macau - various offshoots of the old Asian 
part of the USSR and even places such as 
Luxembourg, who have always played in 
European qualification to no avail whatsoever. 

But I don’t feel smaller nations should be 
deprived of the chance to play in the World Cup. 

Cricket and rugby have offered the ideal 
solution. Have a preliminary tournament with 
these countries in a group on their own. 

San Marino v Malta might be competitive. At 
least the players from both sides would improve 
in proper games, not one-sided massacres. 

They would learn to play together and attack 
- not just pack their own penalty area and try 
to foul anyone who makes a run at them. 

And if enough of these groups - such as 
another one for the Eastern Europeans - could 
be set up the winners of each could play off. 

Then the winners of a sort of minnows world 
cup could have a shot at qualification for the 
tournament itself by playing the third placed 
team in Oceania, or the fourth best side in 
Asia, or the runners-up from North America. 

That way they would actually have a realis¬ 


tic chance of playing in the finals themselves. 

Fans of mid-ranking clubs may find this 
unfair but at least the likes of Belarus, 
Norway and Latvia can compete against Italy, 
Holland and Germany. 

This appears so sensible, I wonder why it 
isn’t done. 

Oh yes, I realise now. 

Money. 

Every match played is a chance to get a 
crowd in sell replica shirts, burgers and hot- 
dogs and have the TV rights haggled over. 

Also there is the vote - every country has 
one so I don’t suppose the Maltese FA are miss 
out on the odd money-spinner against France. 

But a look at the wider picture might see 
their football progress to a point where it is 
worthwhile them playing the game and not 
just losing 5-0 every time they take the field.

The chairman of 
Kent Crimestoppers 
took the time to tell 
us about its vital 
role providing police 
with information to 
crack crimes. 

How long have you been with Kent Crimestoppers? 

I joined in 2004, became vice-chairman in 2005 and was 
elected chairman in 2006. 

What are your main aims and objectives? 

Our vision is "The Crimestoppers number in every house 
in Kent". The wider national objectives are: "Through the 
provision of a freephone number, 0800 555 111, to help 
identify, prevent, solve and reduce crime by enabling any¬ 
one with details of criminal activity to pass them on 
anonymously, without fear of exposure or retribution". Or, 
in the words of our slogan: "Tell us what you know, not 
who you are". 

Calls to Kent Crimestoppers are anonymous which 
must result in a lot more people calling you r than say r 
the police. How does this work? 

Our operators are trained to exclude all identification 
details from all reports passed to the police. From those 
reports, it is not possible even to identify whether the 
caller was male or female. 

The numbers of calls we receive are huge. Nationally, in 
the year April 2006 to March 2007, we received 80,660 
actionable calls. These are calls that lead to such action as 
arrest, caution, court appearance and sentencing. 

Do you get positive feedback? 

Yes. We regularly man a stall at community safety events 
across the county and receive praise for the service. 

People feel it gives them a channel to pass the informa¬ 
tion they have, without putting themselves in harms way.

THE mention of Bohemia might 
have plenty of people in the UK - 
including even some seasoned trav¬ 
ellers - scratching their heads and 
reaching for the map of Europe.

host, guide and interpreter Richard Eccles took 
us into the local inn, the sort of place where 
time seems to have stood still. 

I enjoyed a simple rustic meal of the delicious 
local soup kulajda, made of milk, cream, eggs, 
potato, cumin and dill, that arrived in a huge 
_. bowl and cost about 50 pence a head. It was 
washed down with a pint of beer costing 
about 65 pence. 

The area’s rich history is celebrated with 
joy in the fairytale town of Cesky Krumlov, 
about a 90-minute drive from the Ujzed 
farmhouse. 

Painstakingly-renovated houses and cot¬ 
tages line the winding cobbled streets, 
squares and courtyards of what is hailed as 
one of the best-preserved Renaissance 
towns in Europe, together with one of the 
world’s best two 17-century baroque the¬ 
atres. 

We ate in the welcoming cavem-like base¬ 
ment of the Satlav restaurant, where a 
huge barbecue grill warms the air. 

Traditional garlic soup comes with a loaf 
of bread serving as its bowl (£1.50), while 
the main course of pecene koleno - roasted 
pork knee, with mustard, horseradish, 
bread and potato pancakes (£6.50) - could 
just about feed a family of four. 

Beer fans will love Bohemia. The famous 
Pilsner Urquell brewery in Pilzen, produc¬ 
ing beer for more than 170 years, offers 
informative guided tours and has an excel¬ 
lent museum nearby with its own pub 
attached. 

We were taken to the Modra Hvezda 
Hotel in the picturesque town of Dobrany, 
where master brewer Petr Petrulasek, 42, 
single-handedly and lovingly produces 
40,000 litres of ale a year, all of it drunk in 
the hotel and restaurant’s own bars. 

At 11am the wood-panelled bar and din¬ 
ing rooms, dominated by the copper brew¬ 
ing vats, were almost full with workers 
taking their traditional early lunch. 

Petr produces his list of beers, ranging 
from a modest 3.8 per cent strength to an 
alarming 9 per cent special Christmas ale, 
and suggests we taste them all in turn. We 
opt for a more modest programme, bearing 
in mind the time of day. 

He saw us on our way with a glass of his 
speciality pivni palenka - a spirit distilled 
from one of his beers with a strength of 50 
per cent. Fortunately, we had a driver.

£100 simply for taking out home insur¬ 
ance? Or possibly even more than the 
cost of some premiums? 

Many home insurance offers fail to live 
up to their promise but buying through 
a cashback website such as Topcashback 
can give genuine extra savings, even on 
policies that you have already confirmed 
as offering good value. 

Experts analysing the market have 
pointed to the company as offering value 
for money on such deals. 

For some policyholders, such commis¬ 
sion rebates have worked out more than 
the cost of their annual premiums - with 
£67 the record overall profit, according 
to moneysavingexpert.com. 

Household-name insurers that 
Topcashback offers rebates for include 
Aviva and Lloyds TSB, where up to £75 
is on offer. However, cashbacks are not 
available on all insurers and there is no 
guarantee that these incentives will 
actually pay out.

A SURVEY by PropertyLive.co.uk has 
revealed that 20 per cent of people view 
houses just to snoop around other peo¬ 
ple’s homes. 

The survey found that one in five said 
they had viewed a property they could 
not afford and were not even looking to 
buy a home.

Interest rates are held 

THE Bank of England has announced it 
is holding interest rates at 0.5 per cent 
for the third consecutive month. 

The level of interest was announced 
alongside a continued focus on quantita¬ 
tive easing. 

Housing market specialists were left 
unsurprised by the news, which had 
been predicted for some time. However, 
they added it was a good move.

Rent market for houses 
shows encouraging signs 
but flats lagging behind 


HOUSES and flats have gone in 
different ways in the rental mar¬ 
ket, with houses beginning to show 
the first signs of recovery. 

FindaProperty.com’s rental index for May 
discovered the average asking rent remained 
unchanged, despite being 5.5 per cent lower 
than last year, with signs the rental market for 
houses and flats was beginning to divide. 

A fall in house supply in the rental market 
was seen for the third consecutive month, as 
well as a modest rise in rents, while flats con¬ 
tinued to suffer from rising supply and falling 
rents. 

Properties were on the rental market for 16 
days longer than in May last year, with 
FindaProperty saying “there are early signs of 
recovery with monthly rental growth in the 
South East”. Rental yield fell slightly to 4.56 
per cent, with average yields now standing at

4.31 per cent for houses and 5.25 per cent for 
flats. 

Andrew Smith, head of the research, said: “A 
slowing in the increase of supply and signs 
that asking rents are beginning to stabilise 
indicate that we may be close to the bottom of 
the rental market. 

Full swing 

“However, the house and flat markets con¬ 
tinue to polarise, with houses starting to show 
a sustained recovery thanks to falling supply 
levels and rising prices, while the flat market 
seems to be lagging behind with increasing 
supply levels and asking rents that continue 
to fall.” 

In the capital, asking rents were experienc¬ 
ing a rise of 0.4 per cent for May, now standing 


at £1,630 pcm, compared with the average UK 
asking rent of £819. 

The largest month-on-month increase in 
rents was experienced in Scotland, where a 
rise of 0.9 per cent took the average asking 
rent to £693 per month. 

The West Midlands also experienced a 0.3 
per cent month-on-month increase in rental 
prices, which FindaProperty.com said was 
driven partially by a 1.9 per cent increase in 
rents for properties in Birmingham. 

Mr Smith said: “In line with the overall pic¬ 
ture of the UK rental market, there are some 
early signs of regional revival, with London 
and the South East leading the way in 
England, and Scotland also experiencing 
rental growth. However, there is still a long 
way to go until the recovery is in full swing. 

“All of the regions continue to show year-on- 
year rental declines and a number of regional 
cities are still registering double-digit falls in 
price.

SLK's class shows in the 
race to be best crop top 


IN one way the Mercedes-Benz 
SLK has been the top crop top 
since the original arrived in 1996, 
with an electric folding hardtop. 

Only recently have some two-seat roadster 
rivals matched this secure and all-year weath¬ 
er protection, but the Merc struggled for cred¬ 
ibility due to the first generation car’s limp 
driving experience. 

Fortunately, this image has been turned 
around by its 2004 replacement; while carry¬ 
ing over that clever roof - which makes the car 
look great when up or down - the SLK Mark 
II is sharper-suited with a front end inspired 
by the McLaren Mercedes SLR supercar. 

The interior is well arranged, though start¬ 
ing to look cheaper as newer rivals emerge; the 
more affordable 200 Kompressor (£29,445) 
entry model wears it better than the £36,580 
3.5-litre version tested here - especially when 
extras take the final bill to fifty-plus grand. 

But you forgive lots when you walk out to 
the SLK; it looks good and is easy to get into 
when you have waited a long time to realise a 
two-seat dream.

Once in motion, it feels solid even with roof 
down and the wind deflector - £210 extra, I’m 
afraid - and side windows allow easy conver¬ 
sation even at the legal motorway limit. 

For the SLK is that rare sports car truly 
suited to a long distance business meeting or 
weekend away; the folded roof steals boot 
space, but there is room for two decent-size 
soft bags - capacity drops from 300 to 208 
litres when the roof is retracted - and plenty 
of stowage inside the cabin. 

The £200 ‘Direct Steering’ pack on our car 
made the wheel a bit too light, but the SLK’s 
rear-driven chassis is beautifully-weighted 
and the optional sports chassis (£185) is set up 
to hug even tighter to comers, yet ride quality 
is excellent for this category. 

Past experience shows the test car’s 229bhp 
3,498cc V6 is probably the best power option, 
though the 200 Kompressor and awesome 5.5- 
litre V8 AMG mount strong arguments. 

However, the smooth V6 feels blunted some¬ 
what by the £1,575 seven-speed auto trans¬ 
mission. It changes smoothly, can be driven 
in manual mode and does not dent the car’s 
performance, but I wonder if it might be liber¬ 
ated more by a self-shifter?

Jonathan Ligali. 

James Norwood put England in 
front seven minutes after the break, 
but France stormed back to score 
three times to run out comfortable 
winners. 

The Maidstone pair beat hundreds

the 20-strong squad after coming 
through trials earlier this year. 

The fixture at Wembley was the 
highlight of the international season 
for the schoolboys side. 

Good displays for the team can be 
the launch pad to successful careers 
in the sport, with Maidstone’s Chris 
Smalling snapped up by Fulham 
after impressing last year.

The 26-year-old central midfielder is no 


stranger to the club’s fans, after featuring for 
the Stones during the 2006/2007 Ryman 
South title-winning season. 

The midfielder left the club after a brief 
spell, but Hume believes the fans will see a dif¬ 
ferent side to Barnes next season. 

He said: “I know the signing has raised a few 
eyebrows among the fans, but I believe we can 
get the best out of Nick. Since he was with us 
last, Nick has matured a lot. 

‘We have had a number of discussions over 
the close season and he has assured me that 
he is ready for the challenge and will give his 
all for the team. I hope the fans will give him 
their full support for next season.” 

Hume also revealed he is confident defender 


Ryan Royston will sign a new deal at the club 
for next season. The central defender rejoined 
the Stones towards the end of the last season 
after being released by Ramsgate. 

He said: We are yet to sit down with Ryan, 
but it is just a case of doing that. 

“We are confident he will sign, he has said to 
me he would like to continue. We are hoping to 
sit down with him this week.” 

The Stones’ search for a new striker is gath¬ 
ering momentum and an announcement could 
be made early this week, while utility player 
James Peacock has penned a new deal. 

Maidstone have also announced they will 
play a pre-season friendly against Dover 
Athletic at Homelands on July 14.

Mercer hopes to 
return to Isle of 
Man next year 

AFTER a successful Isle of Man TT debut 
Steve Mercer believes road racing is the 
way forward to progress his Superbike 
career and is eyeing a return next year. 

The 27-year-old Maidstone rider turned 
heads at the notorious TT by finishing the 
top rookie in almost every session he took 
part in. 

Riding for thepeoplesbike.com, Mercer 
quickly got to grips with the 37.7-mile road 
course and finished an impressive 25th 
place finish out of 50 runners in his first 
ever TT race. He followed that result with a 
28th place finish in the Superstock event. 

His TT, however, came to a disappointing 
end, as he ran out of fuel just metres from 
the finish line on the final lap of the final 
superbike race. Mercer would have record¬ 
ed his best finish of 18th, but was unable to 
get the bike over the line. 

He said: “It has been a fantastic two 
weeks on the island, it couldn’t have gone 
any better really. To finish as the quickest 
newcomer in every session was brilliant. I 
definitely want to return again next year as 
it’s just a special place. I cannot wait for 
next year to come around. 

“It was a shame not to finish the last race 
and to run out of fuel on the final comer 
was disappointing. I tried to push the bike 
home, but the marshalls stopped me. I 
would have finished 18th, which would 
have been a great result.” 

Mercer will continue his road racing 
career by taking part in the Olivers Mount 
race in Scarborough on July 11. 

He added: “I have got a busy road racing 
schedule ahead, which I am really looking 
forward to. I think racing on short circuits 
has come to an end for me. I cannot afford 
it and to be honest I prefer racing on the 
roads, it is a much bigger buzz.”
